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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amended claim 1 incorporates the limitations of previously rejected claims 12 and 13. However, the 
combination of the limitatons from previously rejected clams 1,12, and 13 were not previously presented in one claim. The combination of 
limitations required by amended claim 1 presents a claim scope that was not previously considered. Hence, amended claim 1 presents 
new issues requiring further consideration, and possibly further searching. Similarly, amended claim 14 incorporates the limitations of 
previously rejected claims 24-26, which were not previously presented in combination. For example, the previously rejected claims did not 
require the fluid volume to be within a cross frame rail as claim 14 now requires. Claim 14 also presents new issues requiring further 
consideration, and possibly further searching.
